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The Chairman of the Board may appoint Technical Sub-committee* to study the 
problems In detail. 

The Board will adopt its own rules-and procedures. 

Tb# Board will be constituted fpr a period up to 31jt March 1008 in the first 
Jnjrtanpe. 

The Board’s function will be advisory, the final decisions beinz taken by 
Government.
